LAMANDA AROUSED, 


Over a Supposed Case of Wife 
Murder. 


Some Turbulent Talk of Lynching the 
Husband, 


But a Coroner’s Inquest Discredits 
Foul Play. 


A Funeral Stopped to Allow an Official Investi- 
gation of the Case—The Doctors 
Say It Was Inflammation 
of the Brain. 


The good people of Lamanda Park have 
been under a red-hot state of’ excitement 
during the past few days, and lynch law has 
been freely talked of. First the Gormlee 
tragedy upset them, and then the sudden 
death of Mrs. Johanna Smith put them ina 
fever heat, and they worked themselves 
into such a fury that there would probably 
have been bloodshed had not Coroner Mere- 
dith arrived in their midst at the proper 
time. Mrs. Smith died shortly after mid- 
night Friday morning, and as soon as the 
news spread in the morning a number of 
people remembered that her husband, 
George Smith, had been in the habit of 
beating her. This sudden discovery had its 
origin in some out-of-the-way nouse, and it 
spread like wild fire, although no one knew 

where it came from. Lamanda Parkers 
held several meetings during the day and 
evening, but the husband was kept in the 
dark as to what they were doing, and did 
not know until Saturday morning, when 
Coroner Meredith arrived, how near he was 


to having his neck stretched by a crazy 


mob. 

Mr. Smith had quietly gone to work to 
bury his dead wife, and when Mr. Meredith 
reached Lamanda Park Saturday morning, 
the funeral was about to start. The Coro- 
rer picked Mr. Smith out and informed him 
that the funeral could not take place until 
after an inquest had been held. The chief 
mourner was surprised, of course, for he 
did not know that his neighbors nad tele- 
AI for the Coroner. Meredith kept 

is eye on Smith, for he had been led to be- 
lieve by the excited people that Smith had 
beaten his wife to death. Preparations 
were made for the inquest, at once, and in 
a very short time a jury was sworn to try 
the case. Smith seemed to be anxious to 
have the matter looked into as soon as he 
learned the nature of the charge, and he 
gave the Coroner all the assistance he 
could. A large crowd gathered around 
and during the inquest several o 
them attempted to take a hand in the 
matter, and one man became so much ex- 
cited that he began to abuse Smith. The 
Coroner, who was writing down the testi- 
mony of a witness, 4 his feet and or- 
dered everybody except the jury and wit- 

tof. — After examining 
two —— the Coroner came to the 
conclusion that he would not examine any 
of the witnesses who thought they:knew all 
about the wife-beating. He took this course 
for the reason that the medical men were 
confident that the lady came to her death 
from natural causes. Dr. D. Kellogg 
testified: I reside at Alhambra. I ama 
practicing phvsician and surgeon. I made 


en post-mortem examination upon the body of 


Johanna Smith. Found no external marks 
upon the scalp; no injury to the skull. 
Found the brain in a healthful condition 
with the 3 of a place on the base of 
of_the cerebrum, where we 
found a spot about four inches in cireuim- 
ference that showed that there had been 
and was intlammation there whieh was suffi- 
cient tocause death. The inflammation was 
from natural causes. 

Dr. W. L. McAllister testified that he 
made a post-mortem examination upon the 
body of deceased and found no external 
marks on her body. Her brain was in a 
healthy condition, except one side, which 
showed inflammation, but it was from nat- 
ural causes, 

The jury found that deceased was a native 
of Boston, aged about 25 years, and that she 
came to her death on the 15th of July by

Lecture by Miss C. S. Burnett Under 


the arg wel ofthe W. C. T. U. 
Miss C. S. Burnett, of Ohio, delivered a 
lecture y esterday at thePresbyterian Church, 
on First street, on the subject of “Our 
Work.” 
Miss Burnett comes under the auspices of 
the W. C. T. U., and has been for a long 
time residing jn Utah, where she has been

“It is always a pleasure to said the 
lady, to meet temperance 3 She 
regretted that Sundays must sometimes be 
the day for holding meetings, when people 
wish to be at home, at rest, or enjoying 
themselves otherwise, but it was necessary. 
“There is a great work to be done, and for 
the success of that work we must look to the 
church. Iam glad we have met today. “The

subject of temperance is secondary in im— 
portance to no other subject. We must save 
ie drunkard now. No drunkard can enter 
heaven. If we wish his salvation at all it 
must be now. Each one has a duty to per- 
form, a personal responsibility in accord- 
ance with his station in life. 

In our land women’s associations have 
been established, and it is necessary to look 
over the past to see what we have done.“ 

Temperance reform is divided into three 
different eras. In 105 the first society was 
formed. One clause of the constitution pro- 
vided that anv man who should be found 
drunk should be fined 50 cents. In 1528 the 
first temperance paper was soundest. The 
Washingtonian ae was formed in 
1840. The object of this society was the 
rescuing of the perishing. Then the second 
Cra was the educational work, the educa- 
tion of our children, the evil influence of 
liquor, and from their youth instilling in their 
minds the curse attached thereto, 

The third era is the removing of the

Mis friend forgave 
him. Another week went by and he was 
detected trying to break into a store. He is 
now in the penitentiary. I asked him, ‘Was 
your father a total abstainer?'

Home is the 
first place, of course, but I say that the best 
homes of today are those kept by the work- 
ers of the world.

7 How Grant Appointed Waite Chief Jus-. 
tie- Genealogy of the Waite Family. 
{Special Correspondence.) 
Tolxpo, O., July 6. 
The north western part of Ohio has produced 


n number of noted men. Toledo was once 


Chief Justice Waite’s home. Ex-President 
Rutherford B. Hayes comes from Fremont, a 
good sized town a little eastof here, Charley 
Foster lives at Fostoria, not far off from the 


- home of Hayes, and just west of him is 
Hicksville, where Civil Service Commissioner 


Edgerton began his career as one of the chief 
settlers of this part of Ohio. Petroleum V. 
Nasby lives at Toledo, and here edits his 
Toledo Blade, and this was the home of Gen. 
Steelman, who died only a year or so ago. 
Speaking of Judge Waite’s early days at 
Toledo, I bad a long chat the other day with 
ex-Con Hill, of Defiance, about 


Representative Hill bas known Chief 
Justice Waite for twenty-five years, and ho 
gays that Waite is one of a trio of old men 
from northwestern Ohio who are possessed of 
@ most remarkable intellectual and physical 
vitality. They are all in the full possession 
of their every faculty. And it is a strange 
coincilence that they started their lives aa 
friends, and that now in their old age they 
keep up the closest of social relations, I heso 
‘three men are Chief Justice Waite, Civil 
Service Commissioner Edgerton and Judge 
Alexander S. Latty, of Defiance. Latty and 


Eigerton are a couple of years older than 


Waite, but Edgerton with his gray hair has 
a frame of iron, and he tells me that he has 
few days of sickness and that be can be upon 
his feet all day long without tiring. These 


three men came to northwestern Ohio when 


it was little more than a wilderness. Waite 
was a son of the chief justice of Connecticut. 
He had been born at Lyme, educated at 
Tale in the same class with William M. 
Evarts, studied law with his father and dur- 


- ang the term of Martin Van Buren had come 


west to Ohio -to practice. He soon jumped 
into a big business, but he lived well and did 
not save much money, because, as 

sentative Hill says, he charged too little for 
his services. For the writing of a brief at the 
request of the Defiance county commissioners 
in a case involving $15,000 Hill says he 
charged only 850. His brief settled the case. 
and had it been written by other lawyers of 
equal note the charge would have been $1,000 


instead of 850. Waite's first case in Defiance * 


county was tried shortly after his admission 
to the bar. The court was held in the second 
story of a building in Defiance, which still 
stands, and Waite was terribly worsted by a 
young man who had more voice than brains, 
and who now lives 
at Defiance, an un- 
known and not very 
prosperous old man, 
Waite was once a 
member of the Ohio 
state legislature, 
He once declined a 

== position on the Ohio 
=e supreme bench. and 
Grant sent him in 
connection with 
old classmate, M- 
COM’R EDGERTON. liam M. Evarts, as 
one of the counsel of the Geneva arbitration. 
He was given the appointment of chief 


Justice of tne supreme court without having 


asked for it and having no idea that it would 
be tendered him. Representative Hill tells 


mme how the matter was first called to Grant’s 


attention, and of a little meeting at Toledo 
which secure Waite the appointment. 
“Grant was traveling over the United States, 
and when he came to Toledo a reception was 
prepared for him. The committee on ar- 
rangements was composed of Waite's friends, 
and they were anxious that Grant should ap- 
point Waite to bis present position. They 
said nothing however, and had Waite make 
the address of the occasion. He did this in a 
masterly manner, talking to Grant as became 
his office, but not overflowing with the nause- 
ous adulation which was so common to Grant’s 


receptions at that time. Grant was delighted 


with the effort. He had known of Waite 
somewhat in connection with Evarts. He 
knew him to be a man of the utmost probity, 
and of no political aspirations, He made in- 
quiries about him, and concluded that he was 
the proper man to take the place left vacant 
by Chief Justice Chase. He appointed Waite, 
ahd no better choice was ever made for such 
a position. Waite accepted the position, and 
I understand that he shows no indications of 
intending to retire from it now.” 


* * 
“Speaking of Waite, Edgerton, and Latty,” 


continued Representative Hill, “they are all 


men of extraordinary ability, and Latty is 
fully the equal of Waite in legal learning. 
He is an Irishman by birth, who first settled 
in Canada, but was driven thence on ac- 
count of the Mackenzie rebellion, in which 
he was mixed up. He came to Ohio and 
‘practiced law, was made judge, and held his 
position for many years. He had a wonder- 
ful knowledge of the law reports. There 
was not a case that bad been tried, it seemed 
to me, which be could not refer to in the 
reports of the various state and United States 
courts, giving the volume and page on which 
the case could be found, the names of th> 
plaintiffs and the defendants, and even the 
syllabus, He is now living in retirement, 
and is worth about $150,000. He and Waite 
co nd regularly, and I attended a 
dinner not long ago at which Waite, Edger- 
ton and Lat y were present.” 

“These three men are the most honest trio 
{ know,” Mr. Hill continued. “Edgerton, 
Waite and Latty are so honest that they 
might be trusted with the wealth of all Wall 
street of New York, and Threadneedle and 
Lombard streets of London, and they would 
render the account even to the cent. During 
Latty’s early life in Ohio he bad made a good 
deal of money in land speculation, when he 
became interested in the Miami and Erie 
canal. This failed, and he found himself 
with a lot of creditors on his hands and 


‘nothing to pay them. He took the benefit of 


the bankrupt law and started anew. Ten 
years later he bad made another fortune. 
He then brought forth his note books con - 
taining an alphabetical list of all his credit- 
ors. He calculated their accounts with in- 
terest for ten years, sought them out and 
paidup every cent. He would not allowa 
creditor to receive only his principal, but 
made him take the interest as well. 

“It is a good deal the same with Edgerton. 
Eadgerton's father was a prominent New 
Yorker, and Edgerton came to Ohio as the 
agent of a land company which owned a 

part of northwestern Ohio, This com 
pany was afterward known as the Hicks Land 
company. and E:lgerton founded the town of 
Hicks ter Hicks. He re- 
ceived a — trom this company and A 
commission on his sales. He made money 
very fast, and upon closing up the affairs of 
the company he bought a large amount of 
land of them at a merely nominal price. 
Along ear!v in the seventies he was worth 
between $800,000 and $1,000,000, and he was 
helping his brother, Lycurgus Edgerton, 
who was doing business in New York. His 
brother had only his verbal promise for 
surety, and when the panic of 1573 came 
around ard caused him to fail to the extent 
of $250,000, Edgerton was not legally re- 
sponsible for his debts. Nevertheless he paid 
every dollar of them, though in doing so it 
cost him the larger part of his fortune. In 
order to get the ready money he had to sell 
valuable stocks, such as the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad stock, and oth- 
ers which are now away above par, bu; 
which went then at a sacrifice. Upon Edg- 
erton’s friends urging him not to pay thes» 
debts of his brother, stating that he coul 
mot be held for them, pe tamed that th»

“It was when I was a green young lawyer,” 
replied Hill. “I had a case in which Judge 
Waite, then a noted Toledo lawyer, was em- 
ployed by the opposite side. Waite had al- 
ready made a great reputation, and I ap- 
| proached the case with fear and trembling.: 
We took the testimony in private, 
and after we had it all before us, before we 
had submitted it to the judge, Mr. Waite 
asked me to go over and lunch with him. 
During our lunch he told me that he thought 
we could settle that case just as wellas Juige 
Latty, and asked me if I would be willing 
for him to fix the terms of settlement. I re- 
} plied that that was rather a strange method 
of procedure and I would like to know how 
he would settle it first. He then made a 
plain statement of the justice of the case, and 
proposed a settlement in accordance with 
this. His idea as to how the case should be 
settled was exactly the same as mine, and 
I could not have asked for better 
treatment. I don’t believe that Waite 
ever advocated the cause of a dishonest 
client, and I don’t think he would have taken 
a case which he thought contrary to justice. 
He might have made a fortune at his law bad 
he charged the ordinary fees, for he had a 
very large practice. He was not very rich 
when he was elected chief justice, and I don’t 
imagine he is what would be called wealthy 


and that was $40,000 which he received for 
his services in connection. with the Atlantic 
and Great Western railroad cases. He bas a 
house in Washington and some property in 
Toledo. He has a son who is a lawyer in To- 
ledo, and his daughter, Miss Mary, is a very 
accomplished young 


From the history dt tie Waite family I get 
some very interesting facts. The Waites 
riginally came from England, and Thomas 
Waite. one of Chief Justice Waite’s ancestors, 
was one of the judges who signed the death 
warrant of Charles II. The Waites have a 
coat of arms which was granted to the fam- 
ily in 1512, The family settled in Massachu- 
setts at an early date and there intermarried 
with the Griswolds, and the Waites for along 
time seemed to have adopted the legal profes- 
sion. Marvin Waite, who cast his vote for, 
Washington for president, was a 
county judge. I have already said that 
there were judges in the family in Eng- 
‘land, and Waite's father was chief justice of 
the Connecticut supreme court. Unlike his 
son, however, Waite’s father retired when he 
got to be 70, and he died at the age of 82. 
Waite’s greatgrandmother was a large, hand- 
some woman, but so religious that she never 
allowed any cooking or sweeping in her house 
on Sundays, and the family had to put up 
with cold victuals. Yale has been the college 
to which Waite’s ancestors in this country 
have uniformly gone, and it is a cvrious fuct 
that Chief Justice Waite’s wife was his second 
cousin and that both himself and his wife 
have the same maternal greatgrandfather, 
Col. Seldon, of revolutionary fame. The 
house in which Waite was born still stands at 
Lyme, Conn. It is a comfortable two story 
building with a ridge roof and with a pretty 
lawn surrounding it. His home in Washing- 
ton isa wide brown stone building of three 
or four stories, on I street, between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth. He lives well and often 
gives dinners to his fellow judges and the 
other noted people of Washington society. 

Isaw Chief Justice Waite a few days be- 
fore I left Washington. He has entirely re- 
covered from his illness of a year or so ago, 
and he appears to be able to stick to the su- 
preme bench as long as life sticks to his bones. 
He is already eligible to retirement, but like 
other of his fellow septuagenarians of the su- 
preme court he prefers to earn his salary to 
having the government pension him at the 
rate of $10,000 a year. 

He wears his 70 years exceedingly well. 
His eye is bright and his step is firm, and 
the wrinkles in his dark square faco are 
few. His beard is, however, beginning to 
grow gray and his black hair is already 
tinged with bright silver. He makes an excel- 
lent Chief Justice, and the integrity of his 
decisions has never been questioned.

The Test of Oranges. 


1 5 Hon. Dudley W. Adams, who several 


years ago was a prominent national 
character a; master of the National 
Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, but 
who recently has settled in Florida and 
ey into the vrange-growing business, 

us writes to the Florida Dispatch, 
indorsing the 12 of the River- 
side Press on the coming navel contest 
at Riverside, between Riverside and 


Florida: 


Iam glad the Californians have ac- 
cepted your challenge to an exhibition 
of navels, and think the proposition 
they make is a perfectly fair one, viz: 
that those who judge the fruit make 
their own rules for judging. It is not 
often we have the opportunity to admit 
their fairness, for in this fruit exhibi- 
tion business they have made much 
more capital than we have, and done it 
mainly by superior shrewdness and un- 
scrupulous unfairness. Now that they 
(for a wonder) offer fairly, let us show 
that we can afford to meet them on 
that ground. It would be manifestly 
unreasonable (and outsiders would so 
consider it) for us to insist on usin 
our own rules for judging fruit, an 
especially so when those rules are 
transparently crude and misleading. 

I do not see how it would be possible 
to devise a scale of qualities“ more un- 
satisfactory than one in use in the 
Florida Fruit Growers’ Association. It 
is faulty mainly in two vital particulars. 
First, it gives matters of trivial impor- 
tance the same weight as those of the 
4 and most vital consequence. 

or instance, smoothness of peel is 
made of as much consequence as juici- 
ness; absence of seed of as much im- 
portance as flavor, etc. Second, this 
scale of qualities is faulty in this, viz., it 
weighs the same quality more than 
once. In other words, a single quality 
is considered under different names, 
thus allowing it to count twice in the 
final summing up. For instance, gen- 
eral appearance is ten points and 
smoothness of peel is ten points. Now, 
clearly the latter is a part of the former 
and goes to makeitup. Weight iscon- 
trolled entirely by other qualities, 
principally juiciness and sweetness. 

Now, no men of good sound judg- 
ment, (outside of Florida) would sanc- 
tion such arule for an instant. Any 
competent judge who meant to reach a 
just conclusion would reject such un— 
steady rules at once. 

If | am right, the object in using this 
scale of qualities is to enable judges to 
reach a just estimate of the value of a 
fruit. If it will do that and do it with 
more certainty than a judge’s good 
common sense and sound judgment, 
then use it. If not, by all means reject 
it and trust to the honesty and good 
judgment of skillful men. 3 

Let us now proceed to judge a couple 


of oranges by this scale of qualities“ 
_and see if it can be trusted.

O Now here you have them. The first 
is perfect in general appearance, large 
in size, absolutely pet ectein juiciness, 
sweetness, vinous flavor and absence of 
pulp, with skin of medium thickness 


and a medium number of seeds. It is 


an orange you can offer your friends 
with pride, place on the market with 
profit, or eat with solid satisfaction, 
and it scores 63 points by the roll. 

No. 2is perfect in general appear- 
ance; skin smooth, size medium, skin 
thin, no pulp, and does not contain a 
1 of juice, sweetness, vinous 

avor or seed. It is a veritable whited 
N and scores 73 points. It 
takes the premium over No. 1 by 10 
points, and yet vou could not give one 
away to afriend or sell one, or eat it 
yourself. It is utterly worthless, and 

Nature kindly did all in her power to 
prevent its increase by denying it seeds. 
O Would any one who hail a real fine 
fruit willingly put it on exhibition, 
‘and allow it to be judged by such a 
scale? Of course, we cannot stand out 
for it, unless we want the verdict of all 
impartial men adverse to us. 

Looking over these two oranges 
above described the imperfections of 
this particular scale will appear. 

You will notice that orange No. 1 is 

ut down as sweet, juicy, free from pulp; 

n short, solid as an orange can be; and 
then, under another head, as _ light- 
weight, which, of course, is impossible. 
showing that, in their anxiety tospread 
themselves to a hundred points, the 
authors of the scale used the same ma- 
terial twice. So of the general appear- 
ance, is perfect, and the skin rough, 
showing again the same defect in the 
scale. In your editorial remarks you 
wn Ik they can be improved,“ etc. 

ow, I am clearly of the opinion that 
they can be ‘‘improved”’ by alienating 
those ps that are simply a repeti- 
tion of or inciuded in others, and giving 
the more important qualities greater 
prominence by making them count 
more points than those of minor im- 
portance. 

But, finally, I am confident that no 
scale can be devised that will be equal 
to the untrammeled judgment and 
hard common sense of competent and 
honest judges. I don’t believe that we 
can invent any kind of machinery for 
judging fruit that will equal the free 
judgment of the noblest work of God.

IM PORTED INSECT PESTS. 


Paper by D. W. Coquillett Read Be- 
fore the Pomological Society. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It is a well-known fact that by far the 
greater number of injurious insects 
occurring on this coast are introduced 
specially, and that comparatively few 
of our native Species ever become 80 
excessively multiplied as to produce 
widespread devastation. It is, also, 
not infrequently the case that these in- 
troduced species are far more destruc- 
tive in this, the land of their adoption, 
than they ever have been in their 
mative land. It is of the utmost im- 

rtance that we ascertain the cause of 

$ phenomenon, and then, as far as 
7 to make the conditions exist- 

g herein conform with those existing 
in the land of the insects’ nativity. 

These conditions evidently are of 
two kinds; firstly, climatic; and sec- 
jondly, the natural enemies of the in- 
he be no doub 

There can be no doubt but tha 
Climate of California, and especially 
“the southern part of the State, is well 
rowth and multi- 

lication of all kinds of insect pests. 

ith a minimum fall of rain, and an 
entire absence of snow or ‘ice, where 
even frosts are exceedingly rare, all 
these conditions are more favorable to 
the rapid development of every form 
of insect life; or native insects, which 


ing foreign birds into this country, the 
majority of writers familiar with the 
habits of this bird uniting in condemn- 


feed upon the wild plants of our waste 
places, must necessarily take a season 
of rest during the dry season, where 
the ground is parched and the vegeta- 
tion is dead and dry; but not so the 
pests that prey upon our cultivated 
trees and plants. Here the irrigating 
ditches take the place of summer rains 
giving to our cultivated trees an 
plants one long and nearly continuous 
rowing season; and the insects prey- 
ng upon them, finding an abundance 
of food the year around, are enabled 
to grow and multiply throughout the 
entire year. This is especially the case 
with those insects whieh prey upon our 
citrus trees, the pride and glory of 
Southern California. 
But who would wish to have the cli- 


what it is, even.if it were in our power 
to change it? Who would change this 
climate of almost perpetual spring for 
any other climate in the known world? 
So that, while we cannot if we would 
(and would notif we could) change the 
ge tenor of our matchless climate, 
t becomes our duty to examine the 
other causes that tend to lessen the 
numbers of injurious insects, namely, 
the animals, birds and insects that prey 
upon them. 
In Illinois I have seen the common 
ground squirrel, or gopher, feeding 
upon cut-worms; whether or not our 
common ground squirrel possesses sim- 
ilar traits, I am unable to say. While 
gy on one of the hills around 
Angeles last summer I was sur- 
prised to see one of these squirrels pick 
up a pieceof meat that one of our party 
had thrown away, and, sitting upon its 
-haunches., devoured it with apparent 
gusto. This would seem to indicate 
that these animals are more omnivor- 
ous in regard to their diet than is gen- 
erally supposed. 

On two different occasions I have 
seen a common lizard seize a gruss- 
hopper in its mouth and leisurely de- 
vour it; they would spring upon the 
grasshoppers somewhat as a cat would 
spring upon a mouse. Our common 
horned toad feeds largely upon ants; 
stationing himself in one of their path- 
ways, he darts forth his forked tongue 
with unerring precision and almost 
lightning rapidity, striking and draw- 
into his mouth any luckless ant that 
me: chance to be within his reach. 

he numbers of injurious insects de- 
voured by the smaller animals is evi- 
dently too small to give us any hope of 
receiving material aid from them in 
our warfare upon the insect pests. 

Many of our insectivorous birds de- 
vour large numbers of insects, but as 
the greater number of our injuri®us in- 
sects, other than the scale insects, ure 
nocturnal in their habits, while near! 
all of the beneficial insects are diurnal, 
it naturally follows that the birds will 
catch a smaller number of the injurious 
insects than they will of the others, and 
this assumption is fully confirmed by a 
series of examinations of the stomachs 
of many different kinds of insectivorous 
birds by Prof. Forbes, the present 
State Entomologist of Illinois. Thus 
from an examination of the contents of 
the stomachs of eighty-six bluebirds, 
he found that of insects eaten by these 
birds aa 39 per cent. were in- 
jurious, the others being beneficial or 
innoxious. 

Moreover, the experience of our East- 
ern friends in importing the English 
sparrow does not give us much en- 
couragement in the matter of import- 


it as an unmitigated nuisance. 

There is scarcely a single species of 
injurious insect-that is not preyed upon 
by one or more kinds of predaceous in- 
sects. but the latter are quite as likely 
to attack each other as they are to prey 
upon the injurious kinds. Every per- 
son who has undertaken to breed these 
insects from the larve state by con- 
fining several of them in the same 
breeding-cage, has discovered to his 
sorrow how readily the stronger ones 
will attack and devour their weaker 
brothers; and in nature I have fre- 

uently seen the larve of the ladybug 

eeding upon a pupa of its own species. 

But the class of insects from which 
we derive the greatest aid in keeping 
the injurious ones within due limits are 
those which live within the bodies of 
the latter, ultimately producing death: 
the presence of even one of these 
parasites in the body of an insect is 
certain to result in its death. 

In the year of 1881 many of the apple 
orchards in Northern Illinois were al- 
most entirely stripped of their leaves 
through the e of the yellow 
canker worm (Ilibernia tilaria), but I 
noticed that almost every one of these 
canker worms had one or more eggs of 
a parasite trachina fly attached to it, 
and the next season there was scarcely 
a canker worm to be seen where they 


dreds the preceding season, showing 
how thoroughly the parasites had done 
their work. 

In a certain locality in the State of 


actual examinations that over 80. per 
cent. of the seeds of the red clover had 
been devoured by the larve of a small 
fly, and that fully 80 per cent. of these 
larve had been destroyed by internal 
parasites. 

Dr. Wagner, a German writer, states 
that in the fall of the year of 1860 from 
60 to 70 per cent. of pup of the 
Hessian fly (Cecidomyia destructor) in 
his neighborhood were destroyed by 
internal parasites; and in the year of 
1870 Dr. Le Baron, at that time 
State Entomologist of IIlinois, ascer- 
tained that over 60 per cent. of the 
oyster-shell seale (Aspidiotus pomo- 
rum) had been destroyed by internal 
parasites. 

The soft scale (Licanium hesperi- 
dum) is quite rare in this part of the 
State, although a few years ago it oc- 
curred in such numbers on some orange 
trees in the city of Los Angeles as to 
kill the trees outright; no less than 
five different kinds of internal parasites 
are now known to attack this pest, and 
to their operations is due the present 
scarcity of this species. 

In several of the orange groves of Los 
Angeles fully 75 per cent. of the black 
scale (Lecanium olea) are destroyed by 
arasites; and I have seen raspberry 
ushes infested with the rose scale 
(Diaspis rose) where even a greater 
number of the scale insects had been 
destroyed by internal parasites. The 
orange aphis (Siphonophora citrifolii) 
would become much more numerous 
and troublesome but for the attacks of 
the parasite; I have seen whole colo- 
nies of these aphides, every individual 
of which had been destroyed by an in- 
ternal parasite. 

Our most destructive species of scale 
insects, however, are but little, or not 
at all, subject to the attacks of para- 
sites; at least such is the case on this 
coast, although, as allof them are evi- 
dently imported species, it would be in 
pares accord with a well-established 
aw to assume that in their native 
land—wherever that may be—they are 
each of them attacked by one or 
more kinds of internal parasites 
and. if everything can be done to fur- 
ther the introduction of these parasites 
into our orchards and groves, it ought 
most certainly to be done.

cult to imagine that the broad mesas 
of Southern California that in the 
winter are carpeted with flowers were 
once the tramping ground of herds of 
gigantic elephants; not imported by 
gome prehistoric Barnum, but in- 
digenous to the soil and to the manor 
born. Such, however, is the fact, and 
huge mastodons, from twelve to 
thirteen feet in height, were once as 
common here as their modern repre- 
The evi- 
dence of this lies in the remains found 


ekeletous in various portions of the 
State from one end to the other. A 
recent réport states that a huge masto- 
don has been unearthed in a cutting of 
the California Central Railroad three 
miles north of San Juan-by-the-Sea; 
that its tusks were sixteen feet long 
before they crumbled away on exposure 
to light, and that, judging from the 
Skeleton, it was an individual of un- 
usual size. If this is so, the rare and. 
unusual opportunity is afforded some 
scientific institution to obtain a speci- 
men of one of a last race of giants. 
The mastodons were elephants, as 
‘we understand the term, and to the 
eye clothed in flesh, must have born a 
resemblance to the present probos- 
eideans. There was, however, one 
difference, which also marked them 
as the most striking of all animals. 
This was the teeth or tusks. While 
the teeth of the elephant form an 
enormous mass, smooth in the upper 
edge, those of the mastodon were in 
cusps or 1 * like, and like those of 


small mass of dentine, they droppedout 
to give place to the large, perfect tooth 
which had formed to take its place. 
But the most remarkable feature were 
the tusks. While the elephant has two 
{though I have heard of one with 
— the mastodon had, in certain 
species, four, almost perfectly straight; 
two in the upper and two in the lower; 
in others there was one in the lower 
jaw and two in the upper, while others, 

n, resemble the ordinary elephant. 
These four-tusked elephants were ex- 
tremely large, and with these four 


presented an extraordinary appearance 
as they roamed about in herds. Thenum- 
‘ber of skeletons and parts that have 
been found over the entire continent 
show that mastodons were extremely 
common, and the mesas about I 
Angeles were undoubtedly the herding- 
ground for troops of these giants that 


wandered from the mountains to the 


gea. How long ago this was is an in- 
teresting question, as well as the cause 
of their extinction. The mastodons 
lived in what is known as the Tertiary 
period, or, to be more explicit, from the 
middle of the Niocene time to the end of 
the Pliocene in Europe; but in America 
‘they do not appear to have become ex- 
tinct until a later time. In fact, these 
huge elephants were contemporaneous 
with man, and roamed Los Angeles 
«county when things looked very much 
as they do today, and under similar 
conditions. An example of the past 
Pliocene time is found at San Pedro. 
As the train runs in one may see a 
light-colored stratum cropping out 
here and there. Composed almost en- 
tirely of shells, representing the past 
Pliocene age, they are identical in 
most cases with those found in the 
adjacent waters of the Pacific today— 
but are now many feet above the sur- 
face, showing that there has here been 
an elevation of the crust at the spot, 
lifting the old ocean bed or shore line 
high above the present surface. 

hat should have caused the utter 
extinction of these giants over so ex- 
tended an area is difficult to imagine. 
That they were followed by the 
aboriginal hunters there is little doubt. 
Remains have been found, beneath 
which were flint arrow-heads and 


ttery, proving beyond question that 
ey 4 in the age of 
man, and being large, wer- 


ful animals hey were undoubtedly 
followed and killed. Climatic changes 
may have had some influence; yet the 
mastodon * wide — 
geographical rau eing extremely 
wide. Pit has — found, or its re- 
mains, from the extreme northern por- 
tion of the North American continent 
far down into South America, in 
Europe and Asia,in high lands and 
low lands and it is contended by some 
that specimens have been found in 
Australia, yet everywhere it is extinct, 
the massive bones only remaining to 
tell the story of its primeval greatness. 
Some of the most interesting masto- 
don finds have been made in New 
York State. Some years ago a bog was 
ut into pear Newburgh, when the 
skeletons of several were found hud- 
died together, as if, alarmed, they had 
retreated to the bog, where their in- 
pased weight had tended to sink 
them all. In New Jersey several fine 
specimens have been found, while Ohio 
and Kentucky and many Western 
States have rendered up their quota of 
hese monsters. One of the most inter- 
ting finds of late years is now 
exhibition in the geological 
poms of the State Museum at Albany, 
. Some workmen were excavating 
form the cellar for the Harmony 
fills at Cohoes, when they discovered 
huge pot-hole—a circular well, worn 
but as the rock by the water.

Museum, the mammoth is seen to be a 
least twice as bulky, and the largest 
specimens weie undoubtedly a third 
larger than the elephant Jumbo, the 
thick coat of hair and wool making 
them appear even larger than they 
really were. The mammoth had ex- 
tremely large tusks, that sometimes 
grew almost in acircle, and weighed 
two hundred pounds or more apiece. 
Some specimens found were thirteen 
feet in length. We are in a condition 
to. reproduce exactly the great mam- 
moth, and this Prof. Ward, of Roches- 
ter, has done, modeling it after the 
famous Siberian specimen. This indi- 
vidual was discovered a fisherman 
in the last century. the early 
spring he went down the Lena River, 
and when near the shore of the Arctic 
Ocean found projecting from the face 
of the * or ice and gravel cliff, 
the head and legs of an enormous ani- 
mal. For five years he visited his find. 
Each year it worked out a little more, 
and finally fell upon the beach. 
fore the native reached it bears, foxes 
and various other animals had torn it 
and devoured much of the flesh; but 
he secured the enormous tusks, and 
the next year a scientific man visted 
the spot and took possession of the 
skeleton, parts of the hide, and about 
30 pounds of hair and wool. Even then 
the brain was so perfectly preserved 
that it could not have been distin- 
guished from similar tissue of an ani- 
mal « few weeks dead. The eye, also, 
was perfect. Yet this monster died, 
perhaps, 50,000, perhaps 500,000 years 
ago—it is almost impossible for geolo- 
sts to agree upon the extent of time 
that has ensued. In the present cen- 
tury several even finer specimens have 
been found. One was discovered some 
forty years ago in an almost perfect 
condition, washed from the tundra by 
the river flood. An engineer discov- 
ered it, and succeeded in fastening it 
to the river bank, making careful ex- 
aminations, but before the skin could 
be removed, or even the tusks taken 
out, the flood increased so in violence 
that the prize was actually torn from 
their grasp and carried down to the sea 
to hecome food for the fishes. 
The mammoth was closely allied to 
the existing Asiatic elephant, and in 
its general contour resembled it, and 
undoubtedly was followed by early 
man. The elephant today, which is 
rapidly becoming extinct in Africa, is 
one of the most wonderful of all ani- 
, and what an excitement must 
the mammoth have created when it 
wandered into the villages of the rude 
foe of early days! Its enormous 
tusks and shaggy coat of hair and fur 
must have rendered it a monster in- 
déed. Inthe old Chinese legends we 
find that the mammoth was supposed 
to be a bigrat. Some of the Chinese or 
Tartars had evidently seen or heard of 
the huge animals having been found in 
the earth, and so concluded that it was 
a gigantic subterranean animal that 
burrowed in the grovnd, using its tusks 
to tear up the earth. Earthquakes 
were supposed by the Chinese to be 
caused by the movements of the tien 
shu, as they termed the animal, and it 
was also believed to shun the light of 
day. According to other Chinese au- 
thorities, the tusks of mammoths were 
— the grip-claws of gigantic 
rds. 
That several parts of mastodon skel- 
etons have been found in Southern 
California shows that this is a good 
field for specimens, and the new rail- 
roads, pushing here and there, will un- 
doubtedly uncover many more. It is 
to be hoped that overseers—or whoever 
may be in charge—will not allow the 
bones to be destroyed, as a good skele- 
ton of a mastodon would be a valuable 
prize to any of our colleges or future 
museums.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 


The lands of the International Company of 
Mexico comprise the fertile district known as 
the northern or or half of the peninsula 
of Lower California.

The mountains are heavily timbered with pine 
at a distance of three miles from the coast. 
Corn has been raised upon the Maneadero,near 
Ensenada, this season, where, in two months 
from the time of planting, the stalks were 
from fourteen to eighteen feet in height. 
Fruit trees planted last spring have pros 
and some will bearing next year. Corn 
wheat, barley and all the cereals can be raised 
here, as can the sugar cane, tobacco, cotton, 
grapes. Oranges, figs, bananas, limes, pome- 
yranates, cocoanuts, pineapples, lemons, 
peaches and apricots, as well as theapple and 
pear of the temperate zone. 

Un the hillsides there is good grazing for 

horses, cattle, sheepand goats the entire year, 
and the cafions are timbered with liveoaks. 
e eucalyptus tree of Lower California 
grows to a height of forty feet in three 
ears from the seed. The orange on the lower 
alf of the peninsula, originally transplanted 
from Spain, is finé¢r than the celebrated navel. 
It is estimated that pineapples will givea 
e pampas grass, the feathery plumes o 
which sell in Eastern cities for 50 cents each, 
are common ornaments of the dooryard. 


RAINFALL. 


Rain falls gently and evenly during the 
night and is not accompanied with high winds 
and vivid lightning, as in countries further 
north. The fall last year, to date of March 
15th, woas twenty-one inches. 


WILD GAME. 


Game is abundant, the California quail being 
seen in myriads, also other wild fowl in the 
season. while antelope and deer frequent the 
heads of the valleys. 


BEES, FLOWERS, HONEY. 


So thickly are the lands covered with 
. blossoms of various wild flowers, clover, etc., 
that honey can be produced in any quantity 
marketable. A single town near the Com- 
peas lands shipped in one season 

„070,000 pounds. The wild bees have taken 
such possession of this land of flowers that 
the settlers will find an abundance of sweeten- 
ing at their very doors. Not only are hollow 
trees and clefts in rocks tenanted, but eaves of 
buildings in town are preémpted. Near En- 
senada one single body of wild honey is said 
to measure six feet in length by two in width 
and over 100 different swarms are repu to 
occupy portions of the little hill where it is 
stored. We noticed that the hives or boxes 
around the settlers’ habitations had been, 
many of them, overturned by cattle, the con- 
tents having been hitherto evidently beyond 
the means of transportation. 


TIMBER. 


A peculiarity of Lower California is the 
number of groves of liveoaks lining its val- 
leys. These trees are said to equal, and even 
surpass, those of Louisiana.

“Mulberry Bend,“ or “Little Italy,” as it is 
oftentimes called, is not a pleasant neighbor- 
hood by day. The street swings in a dirty 
curve southwest from Park row, changes as 
every foot from its original direction, and 
finally runs parallel with Broadway directly 
toward the north. Tenement houses of all 
styles and sizes, and all reeking with filth, wall 
it in upon both sides; six storied “dumb 
bells,” alive with vermin, both human and 
insect; three story man traps, ready to fall 
and crush their numberless ‘inmates; ancient 


One storied stables that have been converted’ 


into cheap stores on the ground floor and 
hideous dives in the cellar. A swarming 
population. Swarthy, low browed Ite!ians, 

whose coats and trousers always bulge out 
over where a knife or revolver is usually car- 
ried; black eyed, buxom, full breasted 
women, who sit on doorsteps and curbstone; 
unconcernedly nursing their babes and earn- 
ing a microscopic livelihood by ing stalo 
bread at two and three cents a loaf; jew ped- 
dlers, vicious and vociferous, who sell spoiled 
fish, tainted meats and decaying vegetables 
from rickety wagons drawn by skeleton 


horses; multitudes of children, that seem to 


spring up from the ground without warning 
and disappear in the same way as suddenly; 
drunkards, thieves and lost women of every 
nationality, and here and there blue coated 
policemen, who, with club firmly grasped 
and revolver ever ready for use, await tho 
stiletto or the slung shot that is invariably 
bound tocame. The sunlight and fresh air 
have a hard job in reaching the pavements. 
The high walls and narrow thoroughfare 


keep enough darkness in custody to last 


through the day. Dead animals and garbage 


pave the street and filth frescoes the wails, 
Every door, window and alleyway is a huge 
sewer, from which pour invisible rivers of 
foul gases, 1 * and the germs 
of every 
At night Mulberry Send is an inferno more 
terrible than Dante’s. The crowds are there 
as by day, but now more drunken, noisy and 
profane, 


MULBERRY BEND. 

From every window twinkles a little 
- light. Gas isa luxury there, and is every- 
where replaced by the candle and the kero- 
sene lamp. The plate glass fronts and doors 
of the rum shops are a blaze of brilliancy, 
while the cellar ways and alleys leading 
the dives are strange compounds of light an 
darkness. Here and there are the sounds of 
discordant dance music and the shuffle of 
waltzing feet; shrieks of agony, drunken im- 
precations, calls of “police,” “murder,” the 
clinking of goblets and tumblers, the crashing 
of window punes, and the noise of some 
fierce fight. So loud at times is the uproar 
that it becomes difficult to hear your own 
voice as you talk. Half dressed men and 
half naked women stagger by carrying 
broken pitcbers and tin cans full of ale or 
beer or more fiery fluids, Summon up your 
courage and enter one of these human bee- 
hives. No. 35, or Pasquale’s, as it is known 
to fame and the police, is a fair type of all. 
It isa huge four story and basement brick 
tenement with a narrow winding stair to 
reach the first floor, and narrow precipitous 
stone steps to enter the basement. A group 
of drunken men and women block both stairs 
and stone steps. Button your coat closely. 
It will prevent your clothes touch ng tho 
walls and disturbing the predatory insect lifo 
that swarm through the entire building. It 
will also conceal your watch, chain and scarf- 
pin. In these dives are outcast gamblers, 
fugitive thieves and thirsty tipplers, who 
would assault a man for a dime and cut his 
throat for a dollar. You break through tho 
crowd, plunge down the steps and enter tho 
dark, narrow hall. Itisascant two feet in 
width, but on the floor lie human bodies in 
the last stages of intoxication. They are al- 
most invisible in the darkness, but are audi - 
ble through snorts and snores if asleep, or by 
grunts and disjointed oaths if awake. In tho 
front and rear part of the hall two doors 
open on either side into a small apartment of 
two rooms. The larger is about fifteen fee“ 
long and ten wide; the smaller about ten 
by six. « * 

The furniture is very 8 In the center 
a small castiron stove that is red hot, a 
small lamp onthe wall and a board bench 
around the room make up the entire equip- 
ment. In this room are forty human beinga, 
chiefly women. They fill up the bench, lie 
on the floor, lean against the wall and each 
other. Some are deep in drunken sleep, 
others are undergoing the pangs of delirium 

and others again are gloating over 

stories of iniquity or planning new crimes 
for the morrow. A woman strips herself to 
her last garment before all present, rolls her 


clothes up into a ball and sends them by a 


trusted pal to the pawnbroker’s across tho 
street. In a few minutes the pal has re- 
turned with a half dollar. The money is 
rapidly converted into liquor. and ere another 
half hour has passed the twain are sodden in 
alcohol and slumber, while a thirsty room- 
mate searches the pal for change or steals her 
shawl and bouts to use as collateral in turn. 
Of the forty present twenty-five are women, 
Their ages run from 16 to 60. One isa 
negress, one a mulattress, two German, one 
Hungarian, two English, eleven Irish and 
seven Italian. Three are almost nude, five 
are half naked, and the rest are covered with 
a variegated robe of rags, filth and vermin. 
The inner room? Well, the less said of it the 
better. As for the men, they are a trifle 
better than the women. Wrecks of disease 
and rum, recent discharges from hospitals, 
workhouses and jails; tramps from all over 
the world, professional beggars, unlucky 
thieves, laxsat ‘onl, assassins and men wanted 
by the police make 2 * motley herd. 


The moment a N y person enters 
a shiver runs through the crowd lest it be a 
detective or the head policeman of a raid. 
Satisfied of the contrary, all who are sober 
beg and entreat for beer, whisky, or for 
money to buy beer and whisky. Woe to tho 
foolish sentimentalist who yields to their 
prayers and gives them money. The nickel 
or dime acts upon them as the bandillero 
upon the bull. The moment it has been 
seized by some itching palm, the begging be- 
comes a tumult of yells, oaths, threats and 
wbscenity. A strong arm, a heavy cane or a 
club are immediately in order. There is a 
population of 6,000 in Mulberry Bend, of 
which 4,000 are the habitues of the dives,

A ae leavings 
from the waste barrel some hotel 
or restaurant cents, and is 


ing but foolish ministers send baskets of 
sound, wholesome food; the basement res- 
taurants sell a quart ot coffee and two rolls 
for three cents, and meat, with vegetables 
thrown in, for five. Lodging, fuel, washing, 
lightand clothing cost nothing! Five cents 
keeps one of them in ease; ten cents in lux- 
ury, and they can live comfortably on three. 
All over and above these figures goes for to- 
bacco, and especially for rum. The drinks 
of Mulberry Bend are few, simple and cheap. 
Ordivary beer isa luxury. to its human ver 
min. They prefer the drainings of beer kegs 
and ale barrels, sour beer and stale, spoiled 
e and flat. Whiskey, gin and rum are 
equally popular. These are not the sub- 
stances known under those names, but are 
merely raw, spirits flavored with strong es- 
sences and fusel oi], and colored with burned 
sugar. They cost $1.10 a gallon, or twenty- 
five cents a bottle. They are retailed at two, 
three and five cents a drink, according to the 
size of the glass. A trampin average luck 
collects fifty ceuts a day. This gives him 
two meals, a paper of chewing tobacco, a 
pipe and a smoke, and ten good drinks. What 
more could a tramp desire? If be gets drunk 
before his money is all spent, his friends and 
roonimates relieve him of all bis surplus— 
and sometimes of his hat, coat, vest and 
shoes, 

Tho proprietor faren well. He lenses t 
basement for $50 a month from some Murray 
bill magnate. His coal and light cost 88 a 
month more. He pays for no repairs or 
taxes, and bas no servants. He receives fifty 
cents a day for the use of each of the four 
little rooms mentioned, or $60 a month in all, 
and clears about $200 a month upon the 
‘iquors he retails to Lis pauper guests. His 
living expenses seldom exceed $3 a week. 
Nearly every “boss” in Mulberry Bend has a 
ueat bank account, and a few may bo ac- 
counted well todo, Some, it is whispered, 
profit by the robberies, assaults, attempts at 
murder and assassinations that occur in their 
premises, But this, however, ia a cruel slur 
upon industri ious and enterprising business 
nen. No, 35 is merely one of the many dens 
chunt make up Mulberry Bend. Its four apart- 
ments of t'vo rooms each appear and reap- 
eur elsewhere. Behind it, as behind all the 
rest, is a second row of buildings. 
rotten with d=. ne~'est and filth. These 
are likewise owned by the wealthy 
classes and likewise leased at high prices, 
“with no questions asked.” Between the two 
rows of buildings are court yards and alleys, 
which are filled with decaying garbage and 
offal, crowded by day with women and 
romping children and crowded by night with 
sleeping bumanity. As the visitor becomes 
accustomed to the smoky light of these rooms 
and houses he is startled at their condition. 
The floors have been here and there worn 
through or have been attacked by dry rot 
and wet rot until they are perforated like a 
sieve, The rain on the roof drops from floor 
to floor and forms pools in wet weather in 
every room around the bedies of the sleepers. 
Mildew, mold and strange fungoid growths 
are on every hand. The walls and ceilings 
are cracked and full of apertures. Here a 
yard of plaster has fallen off, baring the laths 
and joists; there a long cavity allows the eye 
to see every inch of some adjoining room. 
Vermin are every where—in legions upon the 


| benches, in myriads upon the denizens and in 


millions upon the walls. And the atmosphere 
of these dives! The carbonic acid and oxide 
from the redhot stoves, the smoke and smell 
of the lamps, the breaths and physical smana- 
tions of the inmates, the awful odor of the 
stale beer and fiery liquors, the stench of de- 
caying animal and vegetable matter, the reek 
of mold and rot, the armies of bacterial life! 
It is no exaggeration to say that you can sec 
this vaporous horror. It is a bluish gray 
mist, a corpse colored cloud through which 
the lamps glimmer and wink, surrounded by 
colored aureoles, and through which the faces 
and forms of the wretches gloom a d quiver 
more like lost ghosts than physical realities. 


Yet here these hordes live. Even more. 
They breed, are born and grow up. Though 
the frightful mortality sweeps them off by 
hundreds, though the police drive and scatter 
them into other quarters, and though epi- 
demics at times break out and rage like a 
flame, vet they increase faster than the gen- 
population. 
What shall be done with them? 8 
Aud the children born under such anspices, 
whose moral and intellectual surroundings 
are ona par with their physical; what will 
they make when they grow up? Nearly every 
one is a criminal by fate; nearly every one 
the actor ina crime to be committed years 
hence, With each child of the Bend is born 
a theft, a highway robbery and a murder. 
What shall be done with them?

Claims to be the Scene of the First 
White Settlement. 
Special Correspondence.] 
EL Paso, Tex., July 1. 

While the polemic amtiquarians of Santa Fe, 
N M., and San Augustine, Fla, are wrangling 
over rival claims to the first white settlement 
in the United States, I would call attention to 
the fact that the honor belongs to Ysleta, a 
quaint, queer little town, nine miles from El 
Paso, as the crow flies. Away back, when 
the dark ages were melting into a very un- 
certain dawn, in 1585, to be accurate, an ad- 
venturous band of Spaniards found their way 


somehow up through the rock ribbed passes 


and over the desolate mesas, and built a 
mission church there. It was a fashion of 
these Spaniards, not gone out of date yet by 
the way, to punctuate the record of their 
misdeeds with churches, and they must havo 
been hardy fellows, for it seems that they 
pressed the natives into service and built this 
one good and strong, with stons walls ten 
feet thick. And so it stands, after all theso 
300 years, the only monument of the day. Their 
glittering casques came winding up the valley, 
and they took the land in the name of God 
and of Castile. 

The old church lifts itself nowadays above 
a straggling adobe village of some 2,500 souls, 
mainly Indians and Mexicans. The low 
*‘jacals,” or dugout houses, with mud roofs, 
give it a fictitious height, but I judge its par- 
apet to be not more than twenty feet above 
the ground. It is in a state of good preser- 
vation. The ten foot walls have worn down 
to less than six, but they are firm. It makes 
one feel how short life is to think that the 
slow erosion of the elements planed off. these 
four feet of granite rock, grain by grain, but 
tho tread of countless worshipers bas car- 
ried away the threshold altogether and left 
nothing but a ragged fragment at either sido 
to show that it ouce was there. 

At.one corner of the editice is a low, rectan- 
gular tower, with open sides, There is somo- 
thing distinctly Moorish in its suggestion, and 
inside a bell is still hung, and still rings for 
service every night, The sockéts in which its 
axle turns are worn into long grooves, and 
the tower itself seems on the point of toppling 
over; yet in the recent earthquake, that fairly 
shook the Mexicans out of their adobes, not a 
bandful of rock fell from it. But it bas seen 
so many earthquakes units time that it possi- 
bly bus a private understanding with them. 

At night time, at intervals of a week or 
two, this curious structure is the background 
for an extraordinary ceremony. At the

The drum itself is like the tom- 
tom cf East India, a sheevskin head stretched 
overa kettle shaped wicker body, and the 
drummer sways toand fro with sharp ges- 
ticulations as be brandishes ‘his sticks, 57 
this time the music has grown into a pande- 
monium, and yet a certain inexplicablo 
rhythm, impossible to describe in words, is 
through it. 

The circle-of faces, stolid enough at first, 
begins to break and waver. The features 
are convalsed with excitement, and at last, 
with a common motion, a score of the natives 
plunge into the open space and begin an 
absolutely indescribable dance. No voodoo 
orgie in the cypress swamps of Alabama ever 
paralleled it. The dancers are in a sort of 
frenzy, and, still chanting the ear stabbing 
and unearthly melody, whirl, leap and 


squaws join them. Their movements are 
still more curious, and consist simply of an 
upward leap, from which they alight squarely 
on their heels, the body stiff and ‘rigid. It 
jars one’s very spine to even look at them, 
but they don't seem to mind it. The hands, 
while this is going on, are held clenched at 
the sides, and their features work like those 
of an epileptic. Indeed, it is no infrequent 
thing for one of them to fall, shrieking and 
foaming in a fit. Those who do not partici- 
pate are in a state of frantic but 
oxcitement. Their cyes glitter; the chant 
has become a scream; they pant and tremble 
and gasp. ( 
When the eerie spectacle is at its height, 
the dancing figures flitting like a phantas- 
magoria before the flames, the bell clanging 
and the drum beating its satanic tattoo, a dis- 
charge of firearms is heard from the out- 
skirts of the crowd, and instantly, as if by 
necromancy, everything ceases. The sudden 
cessation makes one fairly giddy. The 
dancers slink silently away into the dark, 
the fire is hastily stamped out, the crowd 
disperses on the thought, and before the last 
reverberations of the song, if song it might 
be called, have died away the place is de- 
serted. No trick change was ever mado 
upon the spectacular stage more suddenly. 
And what does it all mean? I confes3 
frankly I don’t know. It seemed to me thas 
there were articulate pauses in the chant tha’ 
might have once stood for words—words for- 
gotten and grown meaningless in the lapse of 
years, but Iam not sure. At any event it is 
the remnant of some religious ceremony, the 
significance of which has been lost and only a 
grotesque semblance of its form retained. 
Forms are always the last to die. The 
Indians do not know. It has been handed 
down to them from time out of mind until 
its rites are interwoven in their natures. The 
old church could read the riddle, perhaps, 
but its only tongue hangs in the battered 
bell, and that tells a different tale to 
esch who harks.
